CHADBOURN,  N.  C,  STRAWBERRY  DEAL 

Season  1923 

The  Chadbourn  strawberry  district  is  in  the  southern  part  of  North 
Carolina,  not  far  from  the  South  Carolina  line.  The  Klondike  is  the 
variety  most  generally  grown  and  it  is  ready  for  market  about  a  week 
in  advance  of  the  Missionarys  which  are  extensively  raised  in  the  Rocky 
Point-Rose  Hill  section  about  80  miles  northeast  of  the  Chadbourn 
district.  The  strawberry  area  in  the  Chadbourn  district  was  nearly 
2,000  acres  but  it  was  exceeded  by  the  acreage  in  the  Rose  Hill  section. 
This  report  deals  primarily  with  conditions  in  the  Chadbourn  districts. 

Several  factors  contributed  toward  making  the  1923  season  a  suc- 
cess for  the  growers  and  a  disappointment  to  the  buyers  and  shippers. 
All  early  strawberries  commenced  moving  to  market  April  14  and  had 
very  little  competition  from  other  eastern  producing  sections.  This 
resulted  in  a  money  making  season  for  North  Carolina  producers. 

Growing  conditions  after  the  early  frost  were  almost  ideal  and  re- 
sulted in  large  yields  of  berries  of  good  quality.  During  the  shipping 
season  weather  conditions  were  fine  for  haiwesting,  with  only  an  occa- 
sional shower.  Haulings  were  heavy  for  two  weeks  and  there  was  no 
distinctly  heavy  day,  no  "Big  Monday,"  as  is  usually  the  case  on  a 
strawberry  deal. 

As  in  previous  seasons,  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  insisted 
on  uniform  packing  and  handling  of  the  berries.  With  an  adequate 
force  of  inspectors,  the  Department  could  give  North  Carolina  berries 
an  eviable  reputation  for  uniform  pack. 

On  April  23  prices  were  $10.00  to  $14.00  per  32-qt.  crate,  with  the 
demand  active.  Buyers  soon  found  that  they  were  shipping  on  a  fall- 
ing market  and  that  delays  in  transit  were  forcing  them  to  take  losses. 
Although  prices  declined  to  $2.00  per  crate  on  May  16,  when  the  office 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  was  closed,  growers'  returns 
averaged  high  enough  to  show  a  substantial  profit  for  the  season.

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Shippers  reported  many  delays  of  cars  in  transit  and  also  talked  con- 
tinually of  the  effect  of  nitrate  of  soda  on  the  berries,  when  used  as  a 
forcer.  Many  cars,  loaded  from  the  stock  of  various  growers,  showed 
crates  side  by  side  with  one  entirely  decayed  and  the  other  in  fine  con- 
dition on  arriving  in  the  market,  and  this  was  blamed  on  the  use  of 
nitrate  of  soda. 

So  heavy  were  the  haulings  during  the  last  week  of  the  deal  that 
buyers  who  had  anticipated  a  rapid  falling  off  in  handlings  were  left 
without  cars  to  load,  and  prices  declined  rapidly. 

From  the  growers'  standpoint,  the  1923  season  was  a  success.  The 
yield  and  financial  return  was  favorable  and  high  enough  to  assure 
growers  a  good  profit  for  the  crop. 

Growers  should  take  into  consideration  the  complaints  of  shippers 
about  the  use  of  nitrate  of  soda  as  a  forcer.  This  practice,  if  continued, 
is  sure  to  hurt  the  district.  ]STo  buyers  will  come  long  to  a  section 
where  they  know  that  growers  are  willfully  practicing  methods  of  cul- 
ture that  make  it  practically  impossible  for  berries  to  carry  in  transit. 

Chadbourn  section  berries  are  beginning  to  have  a  reputation  for 
quality  and  uniform  pack  that  should  be  strictly  maintained  by  all 
growers.  The  rigid  inspection  of  wagonloads  by  buyers,  after  the  finding 
of  several  misleadingly-packed  loads,  was  evidence  of  the  desire  of  the 
buyers  for  uniformly  good  packs  and,  when  such  a  pack  is  maintained, 
there  is  little  need  for  lengthly  inspection.  This  was  demonstrated  by 
the  premiums  paid  to  growers  who  were  known  to  pack  carefully  and 
to  have  good  stock.     It  pays  to  have  this  reputation. 

Long  hauls  to  Chadbourn  put  the  berries  in  very  poor  carrying  con- 
dition. This  practice  should  be  discontinued,  especially  where  the 
berries  can  be  loaded  at  nearer  points  such  as  Tabor  and  Whiteville. 
If  buyers  cannot  be  attracted  to  these  smaller  shipping  points  to  pay 
cash  for  the  berries,  then  other  methods  of  marketing  should  be  adopted. 
Associations  at  shipping  points  can  do  much  to  make  an  f.o.b.  carlot 
market,  when  cash  buyers  are  not  on  the  grounds. 

The  complaint  of  shippers  about  late  delivery  in  the  markets  by  rail- 
roads was  constant  throughout  the  deal.  When  such  constant  complaint 
is  heard,  there  must  be  a  real  cause.  "Where  there  are  no  shipping  asso- 
ciations in  the  deal,  it  is  a  problem  to  growers  and  shippers  to  know  how 
to  cooperate  for  obtaining  the  improvement  of  railroad  service. 

Numerous  inquiries  were  answered  during  the  season  in  regard  to 
Federal  Shipping-Point  Inspection  Service  as  conducted  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agricalture.  This  service  places  a  group 
of  inspectors  at  shipping  points  in  the  district  and  certificates  are  is- 
sued showing  the  quality  and  condition*  of  the  berries  in  the  car  at  the 
time  of  shipment.  The  certificates  are  prima-facia  evidence  in  Federal 
courts   as  to  the   quality  and   condition.     Usually  a   stipulated   fee  is 
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charged  for  this  service.  Parties  interested  should  communicate  with 
the  Food  Products  Inspection  Service,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Econo- 
mics, Washington,  D.  C,  or  with  the  1ST.  C.  Division  of  Markets,  Ra- 
leigh, 1ST.

Note: — Cooperative  State-Federal  Shipping  Point  Inspection  service  was 
instituted  in  North  Carolina  last  season,  but  only  for  the  peach  crop.  Prac- 
tically every  car  of  peaches  that  rolled  carried  one  of  these  Shipping-Point 
inspection  certificates,  and  the  growers  reported  most  favorably  upon  the 
service  rendered  all  during  the  deal  by  State  and  Federal  employees. 

North  Carolina  strawberry  shipments  in  1923  aggregated  1663  cars  as 
contrasted  with  1101  in  1922,  479  in  1921,  446  in  1920,  484  in  1919,  585  in 
1918,  and  686  in  1917. 


NORTH  CAROLINA  WHITE  POTATO  DEAL 

SEASON  1923 
The  area  devoted  to  potato  growing  in  North  Carolina  is  widely 
scattered  along  the  coastal  counties  and  extends  into  the  interior  at  Mt. 
Olive.  The  deal  is  centered  in  three  distinct  districts,  Elizabeth  City, 
"Washington-Aurora  and  Mount  Olive.  The  Elizabeth  City  district 
is  the  most  important  and  ships  approximately  40%  of  the  annual 
state  total.  It  includes  the  counties  of  Pasquotank,  Camden  and  Cur- 
rituck and  extends  practically  from  Albemarle  Sound  on  the  south  to 
the  Virginia  border  on  the  north.  More  than  75%  of  the  stock  raised 
in  this  district  is  shipped  from  Elizabeth  City,  as  almost  the  entire  Cur- 
rituck County  output  is  brought  down  in  boats  and  reloaded  at  this 
point.  Other  important  loading  points  are  Mt.  Olive,  Calypso,  Aurora, 
Washington  and  New  Bern. 

VARIETIES  AND  YIELD 

The  entire  crop  of  this  section  is  Irish  Cobblers,  except  for  a  few 
scattering  fields  of  Bliss  Triumph.  It  is  difficult  to  obtain  estimates 
of  yields  per  acre  in  this  district  because  local  figures  are  based  on  the 
ratio  of  barrels  produced  to  barrels  planted. 

The  late  season,  frosts,  and  continued  drought,  cut  down  the  yield 
per  acre  to  a  range  of  20  to  100  barrels  this  year.  Stock  dug  early  in 
the  season  yielded  as  low  as  7  to  1  but  rain  increased  stock  dug  later 
to  as  high  as  20  to  1.  The  yield  per  acre  is  governed  to  a  certain  extent 
by  the  width  of  rows,  which  vary  between  3  and  4  feet.  Cotton  or  corn 
is  planted  between  the  4-foot  rows  when  cultivation  of  potatoes  is  com- 
pleted and  this  two-crop  basis  necessitates  the  use  of  large  amounts  of 
commercial  fertilizer. 
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On  account  of  dry  weather,  the  first  potatoes  dug  this  season  were 
rather  small,  but  a  rain  in  mid-season  improved  the  quality  and  very 
little  scab  was  found.  The  extreme  hot  weather  during  the  last  week  in 
June  caused  considerable  sun-scald,  however,  as  the  hot  potatoes  heated 
when  packed  and  it  was  found  advisable  to  dig  potatoes  in  the  evening, 
permit  them  to  cool  during  the  night,  and  pack  early  to  next  morning. 

GENERAL  SUMMARY  OF  MARKETING  CONDITIONS 

The  North  Carolina  potato  deal  this  year  proved  more  satisfactory 
to  growers  and  shippers  than  was  the  case  in  1922.  Dry  weather  pre- 
vailed during  most  of  the  growing  season  and  although  the  yield  was 
reduced  growers  were  enabled  to  ship  out  stock  free  from  dirt  and  at- 
tractive in  appearance.  The  drought  affected  the  Norfolk  section 
severely  and  also  practically  eliminated  it'  as  a  competitor  until  the 
North  Carolina  season  was  over.  The  North  Carolina  movement  was 
later  than-in  1922,  only  38  cars  having  been  shipped  to  June  3,  1923,  as 
against  294  moved  to  the  same  date  in  1922.  Shipments  from  the 
southern  section  increased  during  the  week  of  June  4th  to  9th,  hut 
Elizabeth  City  shipments  did  not  commence  in  volume  until  the  9th. 
The  season  was  later  also  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia,  that  sec- 
tion having  shipped  only  333  cars  up  to  June  16  this  season,  compared 
with  1754  to  the  same  date  1922.  Norfolk  Section  with  shipments  total- 
ing 240  on  that  date  was  over  800  cars  behind  1922. 

The  heavy  carry  over  of  old  stock  in  the  late  producing  states  from 
the  large  1922  crop  continued  to  come  on  the  markets  during  practically 
the  entire  North  Carolina  shipping  season,  and  had  a  depressing  effect 
on  the  June  Market.  Of  the  new  crop,  South  Carolina  furnished  about 
the  only  serious  competition  to  North  Carolina  in  the  eastern  markets, 
heavy  shipments  from  that  state  extending  far  into  June,  overlapping 
the  peak  of  the  North  Carolina  movement.  During  the  latter  part  of 
the  South  Carolina  deal,  however,  rains  affected  the  quality  of  potatoes 
from  that  State,  and  a  better  demand  for  North  Carolina  stock  resulted 

THE  LOCAL  MARKET 

The  f .o.b.  carlot  market  at  Elizabeth  City  opened  June  8th  with  a  few 
sales  of  machine  graded,  branded,  No.  1  stock  at  $4.50.  Prevailing  quo- 
tations ranged  close  to  that  figure,  touching  $4.75  occasionally,  until 
the  22nd,  when  dull  markets  in  the  northern  cities  caused  a  drop  to 
around  $4.00.  In  a  few  instances,  hand  graded  stock  sold  very  close 
to  the  machine  graded,  but  practically  throughout  the  deal,  machine 
graded,  branded  stock  topped  the  best  hand  graded  potatoes  by  25  to  50 
cents  per  barrel  and  many  times  the  large  markets  would  quote  field 
run  stock  selling  $1.50  per  barrel  less  than  the  No.  l's. 
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New  York  received  the  largest  share  of  North  Carolina  potatoes. 
The  Philadelphia,  Newark  and  Boston  markets  were  also  used  quite 
extensively  in  the  East  while  Chicago  and  Pittsburg  received  the  bulk 
of  Western  shipments.  Berkeley  and  Petersburg  were  the  chief  diver- 
sion centers.  Diversion  reports  on  all  but  88  cars  were  received  from 
Berkeley,  but  no  diversion  information  was  reported  from  Petersburg. 
The  distribution  extended  through  the  west  to  Wisconsin,  in  the  east  to 
New  Hampshire  and  to  Florida  in  the  south.  A  few  cars  were  also 
sent  to  Canada  and  Cuba.  The  consuming  power  of  many  small  cities 
in  New  York,  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  was  also  noted.  Western  ship- 
ments were  increased  over  1922  on  account  of  the  limited  competition 
from  the  Norfolk  section  and  the  delayed  Eastern  Shore  season. 

BETTER  GRADOG  NECESSARY 

It  is  the  general  opinion  of  the  trade  that  North  Carolina  Cobblers, 
when  properly  graded  and  packed,  command  a  market  price  as  high 
as  that  received  for  stock  from  any  section  shipping  early  potatoes.  In 
the  past,  however,  a  very  large  percentage  of  the  crop  has  been  shipped 
practically  field  run  and  it  will  not  be  an  easy  task  to  over-come  the 
prejudice  against  North   Carolina  which   such  a  practice  established. 

That  growers  and  shippers  are  making  an  effort  to  improve  their 
packs  was  evident  this  season  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  next  year  will 
witness  decided  progress  along  this  line.  A  large  number  of  the  cars 
reloaded  at  Elizabeth  City  this  season  contained  miscellaneous  lots  which 
showed  a  wide  range  in  quality  and  condition.  Many  barrels  and  covers 
used  were  in  bad  condition  and  a  lack  of  proper  grading  was  clearly 
evident  at  practically  all  times.     Here  is  a  good  field  for  improvement. 

A  few  local  dealers  prefer  hand  grading  claiming  that  the  machines 
cause  abrasions  of  the  skin,  but  when  potatoes  are  properly  matured, 
No.  l's  with  the  skin  slightly  rough  are  preferred  in  the  markets  to 
stock  which  includes  No.  l's,  No.  2's  and  culls  mixed  together.  Slight 
skin  abrasions  do  not  constitute  a  serious  defect,  as  new  potatoes  are  con- 
sumed almost  immediately  on  reaching  the  markets.  One  instance  was 
cited  this  season  where  a  grower  topped  the  New  York  market  with  hand 
graded  stock  put  up  in  stave  barrels  with  new  covers,  but  the  barrels 
contained  all  No.  1  potatoes.  In  another  case  a  dealer  shipped  a  car 
composed  of  machine  graded  No.  l's  with  new  branded  covers  and  hand 
graded  stock.  The  machine  graded  sold  for  $5.26  on  the  New  York 
market  and  the  hand  graded  brought  $3.85  to  $4.00.  A  close  study  of 
the  New  York  market  reveals  the  fact  that  there  was  often  a  range  of 
$2.00  between  well  graded  and  poorly  sorted  stock. 

Stave  barrels  are  gradually  replacing  slat  barrels  and  it  is  probable 
that  very  few  of  the  slat  type  will  be  used  next  year  around  Elizabeth 
City.     Potatoes  packed  in  stave  barrels  command  a  premium  on  the 
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markets  because  such  barrels  are  sturdy  enough  to  hold  their  original 
shape  until  destination  is  reached,  while  the  flimsy  slat  barrels  bulge  in 
handling  and  reach  market  showing  a  slack  pack,  even  though  the  barrel 
was  well  filled  when  shipped.  Well  graded  potatoes  put  up  in  stave 
barrels  with  new  branded  covers  form  a  combination  that  commands 
the  highest  price  on  any  market. 

CONCLUSION 

The  information  contained  in  this  summary  has  been  taken  largely 
from  data  published  in  the  daily  market  reports  issued  from  the  Eliza- 
beth City  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  It  has  been 
prepared  in  the  hope  that  the  statistics  contained  in  it  will  be  of  interest 
to  growers  and  shippers  and  will  be  of  value  next  season  in  making  com- 
parisons. 

Suggestions  for  the  improvements  of  these  market  reports  will  be 
received  with  interest  at  any  time.  It  is  hoped  that  the  foregoing  re- 
marks regarding  existing  grading  practices  will  be  received  in  the  same 
spirit,  as  a  friendly  criticism  of  present  methods  offered  in  the  hope 
that  it  will  help  towards  the  improvement  of  North  Carolina's  potato 
industry.

Loyalty — the  greatest  asset  of  a  cooperative  organization.  Are  you 
loyal  to  your  organization? 

Build  from  the  bottom  up.  A  cooperative  association  which  is  not 
builded  upon  strong  local  units  of  loyal  membership  cannot  long  weather 
the  storm.

LOSS 

Loss  is  defined  to  i 

nean  eggs  which  are  inedible. 
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The  Federal  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  has  the  following  to 
say  in  referring  to  these  grades : 

"It  is  not  necessary  to  present  argument  for  the  standardization  and 
grading  of  eggs  for  market  in  accordance  with  National  Standards,  for 
it  is  everywhere  recognized  that  standardization  of  any  farm  product  is 
condusive  to  greater  efficiency  and  economy  in  marketing.  The  real 
problem  confronting  producers,  dealers,  shippers  and  distributors  often 
is — "How  shall  we  standardize  and  grade — what  rules  shall  we  follow," 
and  until  uniform  standards  and  grades  are  established  and  simple, 
clear,  concise  rules  are  adopted,  there  will  continue  to  be  much  lack  of 
understanding  also  proper  practice  in  standardizing  and  grading  eggs 
for  market,  with  attending  confusion  and  avoidable  losses. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  established  standards  and 
grades  for  butter,  cheese,  cotton,  corn,  oats,  potatoes,  wheat  and  other 
farm  products.  It  has  also  undertaken  to  establish  practical  commer- 
cial standards  and  grades  for  eggs,  suitable  for  use  in  marketing  them 
on  a  quality  basis. 

The  lack  of  strict  grading  of  eggs  at  shipping  points  in  the  past  has 
resulted  in  the  shipping  to  market  of  rather  loosely  graded  or  ungraded 
lots  of  eggs  which  the  market  receivers  have  had  to  recandle  and  grade 
before  placing  them  into  jobbing  channels  of  trade.  These  shipments 
as  received  in  the  markets  in  wholesale  channels  have  furnished  the 
basis  of  wholesale  prices  and  because  of  the  fact  that  the  eggs  from  one 
section  averaged  better  than  from  another  it  has  seemed  necessary  to 
establish  separate  quotations  on  eggs  from  different  shipping  sections  to 
properly  represent  the  different  values  of  the  eggs  shipped  from  each, 
loosely  or  strictly  graded  or  ungraded  as  they  were  found  to  be.  Dealers 
and  shippers  at  country  shipping  points  could  therefore  be  important 
factors  in  bringing  about  standardization  of  eggs  according  to  quality 
by  employing  strict  rules  and  grading  eggs  into  various  lots  according  to 
established  and  accepted  grades  of  quality  before  shipment. 

Quality  in  eggs  is  indicated  principally  by  condition  of  the  shell,  air 
cell,  albumen  and  yolk  and  by  development  of  the  germ.  With  these 
quality  factors,  there  must  be  considered  the  factor  of  flavor  in  deter- 
mining edible  quality.  Flavor,  however,  is  closely  related  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  other  factors  and  as  eggs  are  merchandised  mostly  in  sound 
shells,  it  is  impossible  to  make  a  close  examination  of  flavor.  It  is  gen- 
erally assumed  therefore  that  the  flavor  is  satisfactory,  unless  the  eggs 
show  evidence  of  possessing  abnormal  flavor  characteristics. 

Size,  color  and  weight  are  not  indicative  of  edible  quality  in  eggs. 
These  factors,  however,  may  have  considerable  influence  upon  the  market 
value  of  eggs,  depending  upon  the  particular  preference  which  certain 
consumers  may  express.  It  is  desirable  therefore  in  packing  eggs  to 
employ  these  factors  in  sorting  them,  so  that  greater  uniformity  in  size, 
color  or  weight  may  be  obtained  in  each  separate  lot  within  the  grade. 
The  important  quality  factors  to  be  considered  and  given  major  con- 
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sideration  in  establishing  grades  of  eggs  are  shell,  air  cell,  albumen, 
yolk  and  development  of  the  germ.  Therefore,  it  is  proposed  to  estab- 
lish standards  for  each  of  these  quality  factors  and  to  base  the  grades 
upon  these  standards.  Each  grade  would  thereby  represent  a  definite 
quality  determined  by  the  standards  established  for  each  quality  factor." 

For  the  present  (as  long  as  we  can  sell  the  bulk  of  our  eggs  within  the 
state)  we  may  not  have  a  need  for  so  many  grades  in  North  Carolina  but 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  egg  producers  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  re- 
quirements for  the  various  grades  on  the  largest  eastern  egg  market  and 
the  grades  being  advocated  by  the  Federal  and  State  Agricultural  Ex- 
tension Service. 

This  knowledge  of  the  various  grades  and  a  knowledge  of  how  to 
candle,  grade,  and  pack  eggs  for  market  are  some  of  the  things  producers 
must  learn  if  they  are  to  successfully  market  eggs.  We  ask  your  careful 
consideration  of  these  grades  for  your  own  information.  We  shall  be 
glad  to  render  assistance  in  educational  work  in  this  project.  It  will 
mean  much  to  North  Carolina  farmers.

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NORTH  CAROLINA  NOW  ADVANCED  TO  THIRD  STATE 
IN  POINT  OF  STRAWBERRY  PRODUCTION 


POLICE    INSPECTION   IMPORTANT    FACTOR    IN    MAINTAINING    PACK 
DURING  PAST  SEASON.    REVIEW  OF  DEAL 

Up  to  May  31,  inclusive,  this  year  North  Carolina  had  shipped  a 
total  of  2,007  cars  of  strawberries,  a  new  high  record  for  the  past  few 
years.  It  is  quite  probably  that  there  will  be  no  further  carlot  ship- 
ments from  the  State  this  season.  North  Carolina  during  the  past  few 
years  has  increased  her  shipments,  until  during  the  present  season  she 
will  probably  rank  third  in  point  of  carlot  shipments,  being  exceeded 
only  by  Maryland  and  Tennessee.  During  the  past  season  the  produc- 
ing acreage  of  the  State  has  been  gradually  widened  until  at  the  pres- 
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ent  time  it  includes  considerable  of  the  area  of  Columbus,  Pender  and 
Duplin  counties,  with  Chadbourn,  "Wallace,  Rose  Hill,  Burgaw  and 
Mount  Tabor  as  the  principal  shipping  points. 

Development  of  the  crop  this  season  was  retarded  by  unusually  cool 
weather  during  April,  and  the  shipments  this  season  were  about  10  days 
later  than  in  1923.  After  the  season  started,  however,  shipments  quickly 
became  heavy  and  reached  a  peak  on  May  12  when  142  cars  were 
shipped. 

Cool  weather  prevailed  in  the  larger  consuming  markets,  and  was 
responsible  for  the  weak  tone  of  the  markets  both  at  receiving  end  and 
at  shipping  point.  It  is  believed  that  the  crop  this  season  could  have 
all  been  consumed  at  fair  prices  had  the  weather  been  warmer  during 
the  general  movement  of  the  crop.  As  a  whole  the  quality  of  the  crop 
and  the  grading  this  season  were  better  than  last  year,  but  the  frequent 
rains  during  the  harvesting  season  were  responsible  for  much  stock 
arriving  in  poor  condition  during  the  latter  part  of  the  deal. 

The  Louisiana  crop,  like  the  North  Carolina  crop,  was  this  season 
later  than  usual  as  a  result  North  Carolina  berries  met  severe  competi- 
tion from  the  Louisiana  crop  especially  on  the  Boston  and  New  York 
markets  although  the  lateness  of  the  season  in  Arkansas  and  Tennessee 
made  possible  limited  use  of  Western  Pennsylvania  markets  by  shippers 
of  this  State  this  year. 

The  deal  as  a  whole  has  been  only  moderately  satisfactory  to  growers 
from  a  financial  standpoint;  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  prices  were 
much  lower  than  in  1923,  but  the  difference  between  the  ranges  of  the 
two  years  was  soon  reduced  as  the  shipments  this  season  quickly  be- 
came heavy.  Prices  to  growers  for  32-quart  crates  had  a  seasonal  range 
for  Klondikes  of  $2.50  to  $6.00  with  the  bulk  of  the  sales  ranging  be- 
tween $3.00  to  $3.50;  while  for  Missionaries  the  seasonal  range  was 
$2.00  to  $4.25  with  the  bulk  of  the  sales  consumated  at  a  range  of  $2.50 
to  $3.25. 

A  determined  effort  was  made  during  the  past  season  by  the  North 
Carolina  Division  of  Markets  to  enforce  the  State  law  against  "plating" 
or  "facing"  of  the  berries.  A  force  of  inspectors  was  maintained  in  the 
producing  sections  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  of  an  honest  pack. 
That  this  service  was  of  very  material  assistance  in  maintaining  the 
pack  and  increasing  the  reputation  of  North  Carolina  strawberries  in 
the  large  markets  of  the  country,  is  conceeded  by  all  conversant  with 
the  deal. 

It  is  felt  by  many  acquainted  with  North  Carolina  conditions,  how- 
ever, that  in  order  to  secure  the  maximum  of  efficiency  in  the  handling 
of  the  crop,  that  definite  grades  should  be  established,  and  that  the 
joint  Federal-State  shipping  point  inspection  service  be  used  another 
season.     The  certificates  issued  by  this  service   not  only  establish  the 
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quality,  condition,  maturity,  color,  grade  and  pack  of  the  commodity 
inspected,  but  also  include  a  detailed  inspection  and  description  of  the 
car  into  which  the  commodity  is  loaded.  The  certificates  are  important 
as  an  aid  in  the  quick  settlement  of  claims  against  the  carriers  occa- 
sioned by  deterioration  in  transit,  if  presented  with  the  claim  when  it 
is  filed. 

It  is  also  pointed  out  that  the  "certificate"  is  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  quality,  grade,  and  pack  of  the  stock  in  question  in  any  United 
States  or  North  Carolina  court  and  is  of  great  assistance  in  the  mak- 
ing of  f.o.b.  sales,  as  well  as  in  the  settlement  of  disputes  between  buyer 
and  seller  arising  so  frequently  in  the  handling  of  perishables. 


NORTH  CAROLINA  LETTUCE  DEAL 


VERT  DISAPPOINTING  TO  GROWERS 

General  movement  of  the  North  Carolina  lettuce  crop  was  about 
over  the  last  of  May.  The  acreage  this  season  was  estimated  locally 
at  around  1,200  acres,  with  an  estimated  yield  of  around  350  to  400 
5-peck  hampers  per  acre.  The  crop  was  late  in  maturing  this  season, 
due  to  early  spring  frosts ;  however,  the  weather  during  April  continued 
cool  and  growing  conditions  and  quality  of  the  crop  as  a  whole  were 
fine. 

The  bulk  of  acreage  is  located  around  Wilmington.  The  deal  as  in 
past  seasons  was  largely  a  consignment  deal;  the  principal  markets 
used  being  those  along  the  eastern  seaboard.  Probably  not  over  25  to 
30  per  cent  of  the  total  tonnage  was  cut  account  poor  market  condi- 
tions prevailing  during  the  greater  part  of  the  season.  Many  growers 
becoming  disappointed  with  the  returns  or  lack  of  returns  on  some  of 
the  earlier  shipments,  refused  to  incur  additional  expenditures  for  cut- 
ting, crate  material,  and  possibly  freight  on  later  shipments.  Numerous 
instances  occurred  during  the  season  when  a  part  of  the  freight  had  to 
be  paid  by  the  grower.  Local  estimates  of  freight  and  cost  of  package 
are  aroTind  75  cents.  Adding  icing,  commission  and  cartage  charges 
in  some  cases,  to  the  cost  of  freight  and  package,  and  the  grower  was 
lucky  to  break  even  on  a  consignment,  not  figuring  the  cost  of  pro- 
ducing the  crop.  The  larger  Eastern  markets  showed  a  wide  range  in 
prices,  due  to  the  great  variation  in  the  pack,  however  probably  the 
bulk  of  the  sales  during  the  general  shipping  period  were  from  50  cents 
to  $1.25  with  the  bulk  between  the  75  cents  to  $1.00  mark. 

Practically  all  the  acreage  this  season  was  of  the  Big  Boston  variety, 
however,  an  occasional  experimental  planting  was  made  of  the  Iceberg 
variety  with  seed  secured  from  California.  In  view  of  the  great  in- 
crease of  the  past  few  years  in  the  lettuce  production  of  the  Western 
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states,  and  because  of  the  great  popularity  of  the  Iceberg  type  lettuce 
in  the  markets,  it  is  believed  by  many  that  continued  success  of  the 
industry  in  the  Wilmington  section  is  contingent  upon  the  selection  of 
a  more  popular  variety.  It  is  also  believed  that  the  establishment  of 
definite  grades  and  more  careful  grading  are  absolutely  essential  to  the 
success  of  the  industry.  Under  present  methods,  the  pack  varies  widely, 
and  depends  entirely  upon  the  individual  growers'  desires.  There  is  at 
present  considerable  agitation  for  the  establishment  of  packing  sheds, 
and  strict  inspection  and  packing  rules  another  season. 


GRADES  FOR  PEACHES— LEGAL  STANDARD  FOR 
NORTH  CAROLINA 


U.  S.  No.  1 

U.  S.  No.  1  shall  consist  of  peaches  of  one  variety  which  are  firm, 
mature,  and  well  formed,  free  from  growth  cracks,  cuts,  skin  breaks 
and  worm  holes  and  from  damage  caused  by  dirt,  scab,  scale,  hail, 
disease,  insects  or  mechanical  or  other  means. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  grading  and 
handling,  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  by  count,  may  be  below  the  re- 
quirements of  this  grade,  but  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  5  per  cent  shall 
be  allowed  for  defects  causing  serious  damage,  and  not  more  than 
one-fifth  of  this  amount  or  1  per  cent  shall  be  allowed  for  decay. 

U.  S.  No.  2 

U.  S.  No.  2  shall  consist  of  peaches  of  one  variety  which  are  firm 
and  mature  and  free  from  worm  holes  and  serious  damage  caused  by 
growth  cracks,  disease,  insects,  hail  or  mechanical  or  other  means. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  grading  and 
handling  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  by  count,  of  any  lot  may  be 
below  the  requirements  of  this  grade,  and  not  more  than  one-tenth  of 
this  amount  or  1  per  cent  shall  be  allowed  for  decay. 

U.  S.  No.  3 

U.  S.  No.  3  shall  consist  of  peaches  which  do  not  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  foregoing  grades. 

U.  S.  FANCY  No.  1 

U.  S.  Fancy  No.  1  shall  consist  of  peaches  of  one  variety  which  are 
firm,  mature,  and  well  formed,  and  which  are  free  from  dirt,  growth 
cracks,  hail  injury,  cuts,  skin  breaks,  disease,  insect  or  mechanical 
injury,  and  other  blemishes  or  defects. 

Each  peach  shall  meet  the  following  color  requirements  which  are 
expressed  in  terms  of  the  percentage  of  the  surface  covered  with  char- 
acteristic red  color. 
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50  Per  Cent  or  More 

Carman,  Early  Rose,  Hiley,  Mayflower,  Red  Bird  (Early  Wheeler), 
other  similar  varieties. 

25  Per  Cent  or  More 

Belle  of  Georgia,  Elberta,  J.  H.  Hale,  other  similar  varieties. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  grading  and  hand- 
ling, not  more  than  10  per  cent,  by  count,  of  any  lot  may  be  below  the 
prescribed  color  requirements  of  this  grade,  but  not  to  exceed  a  total 
of  5  per  cent  shall  be  allowed  for  defects  causing  serious  damage,  and 
not  more  than  one-fifth  of  this  amount  or  1  per  cent  shall  be  allowed 
for  decay. 

MARKING  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  SIZE 

The  minimum  size,  numerical  count,  or  description  of  pack  of  the 
peaches  in  any  package  shall  be  plainly  labeled,  stenciled  or  otherwise 
marked  on  the  package. 

"Minimum  size"  refers  to  the  diameter  (as  hereinafter  defined)  of  the 
smallest  peach.  It  shall  be  stated  in  terms  of  whole  and  quarter  inches 
as  2-inch  min.,  21/4-inch  min.,  2% -inch  min.,  and  so  on,  in  accordance 
with  the  facts.  In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  siz- 
ing, not  more  than  10  per  cent,  by  count,  of  the  peaches  in  any  package 
may  be  below  the  minimum  size  specified. 

Description  of  pack  refers  especially  to  peaches  packed  in  6-basket 
carriers.  When  used,  it  shall  include  the  arrangement  of  the  peaches 
in  each  layer  in  the  baskets  and  the  total  number  of  layers  in  the  crate 
and  shall  be  indicated  as  follows :  2-2,  6  layer ;  2-2,  5  layer ;  3-2,  6  layer, 
and  so  on  in  accordance  with  the  facts. 

The  package  shall  also  bear  in  plain  letters  or  figures,  or  both : 

(a)   The  name  and  address  of  the  persons  by  whose  authority  the 

products  were  packed. 
(&)   The  true  name  of  the  variety,  if  known   (otherwise,  it  shall  be 

marked,    "Variety   Unknown"), 
(c)   The    accurate    grade    name    (otherwise,    the    package    shall    be 

marked,  "Not  Graded"  in  conspicuous  letters). 

DEFINITION  OF  TERMS 

As  used  in  these  grades: 

"Firm"  means  mature  but  not  soft  or  overripe. 

"Mature"  means  having  reached  the  stage  of  maturity  which  will  in- 
sure a  proper  completion  of  the  ripening  process. 

"Well  formed"  means  having  the  shape  characteristic  of  the  variety. 

"Free  from  damage"  means  that  the  peach  shall  not  be  injured  to  an 
extent  readily  apparent  in  the  process  of  proper  grading  and  handling. 

"Serious  damage"  means  decay  or  any  deformity,  or  injury  which 
causes  breaking  of  the  skin,  or  which  seriously  affects  the  appearance 
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but  well  healed  growth  cracks,  not  over  one-half  inch  in  length,  or  scab 
spots  thinly  scattered  over  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  surface  of  the 
fruit  shall  not  be  regarded  as  serious  damage. 

"Diameter"  means  the  smallest  diameter,  measured  through  the  center 
of  the  peach,  at  right  angles  to  a  line  running  from  stem  to  the  blossom 
end. 

All  packages  shall  be  well  filled  and  the  products  in  the  face  or  shown 
surface  shall  represent  fairly  the  size,  quality  and  condition  of  the  con- 
tents throughout  the  package.

NOTE — These  grades  are  the  same  as  the  U.  S.  Grades  for  Peaches  recommended  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  are  declared  the  official  grades  for  the  State 
of   North   Carolina   under   authority   contained   in   Chapter   325,    Public   Laws    of    1919. 


NORTH  CAROLINA  SNAP  BEANS 

The  first  carlot  shipments  of  green  or  snap  beans  from  the  Wilming- 
ton section  occurred  around  May  25,  and  the  general  movement  from  the 
State  is  expected  to  last  until  around  June  10.  The  crop  is  at  present  in 
fine  condition,  weather  conditions  in  that  section  having  been  very  favor- 
able. Yields  usually  range  from  50  to  250  hampers  per  acre,  and  it  is 
conservatively  estimated  that  the  average  this  season  will  not  be  far 
from  125  to  150  hampers.  The  5-peck  hamper  is  the  container  com- 
monly used.  The  principal  variety  grown  in  the  Wilmington  truck- 
ing area  is  the  Bountiful,  a  flat  stringless  green  bean,  very  much  in 
favor  and  usually  commanding  a  premium  over  other  types  in  the  larger 
eastern  seaboard  markets. 

The  bean  deal  this  season  holds  much  more  of  promise  to  the  growers 
than  do  some  of  the  other  crops  in  this  section.  Returns  of  sales  at  $2.50 
to  $2.75  per  5-peck  hamper  have  been  received  for  some  of  the  earlier 
shipments,  while  later  returns  of  sales  in  the  larger  markets  have  been 
ranging  from  $1.25  to  $2.50,  which  should  show  a  profit  to  growers  in 
this  section. 

Total  shipments  from  the  State  for  the  past  few  years  have  been  on 
the  increase.  Probably  a  total  of  250  cars  will  be  shipped  this  season. 
Shipments  for  the  1921  season  were  99  cars;  1922,  219  cars,  and  1923, 
257  cars. 


NORTH  CAROLINA  CUCUMBERS 

Growers  in  the  Wilmington  trucking  area  generally  intercrop  lettuce 
and  cucumbers,  and  with  the  lettuce  harvest  over,  they  then  chop  out 
the  lettuce  and  give  their  attention  to  the  cucumbers.     The  vines  were 
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in  full  bloom  around  May  28,  and  first  cucumbers  were  already  set  on 
early  plantings.  It  was  anticipated  that  first  shipments  would  be  made 
around  June  7  to  10  from  the  Wilmington  section.  The  crop  is  in 
fine  condition,  and  an  average  yield  of  300  to  400  bushel  hampers  per 
acre  is  anticipated.  Considerable  of  the  stock  from  the  Wilmington 
area  will  be  shed  packed  and  machine  graded  this  season. 

The  principle  varieties  grown  in  the  Wilmington  section  are  various 
strains  of  the  Long-Green,  one  variety  having  especial  favor  being  the 
Imperator. 

.North  Carolina's  acreage  is  estimated  to  be  increased  25  per  cent 
over  1923  plantings.  The  principal  producing  territory  of  the  State 
lies  between  Wilmington  and  Mount  Olive,  with  lesser  plantings  around 
iNew  Bern  and  Elizabeth  City.  Cucumber  culture  in  the  Mount  Olive 
section  is  comparatively  new,  and  the  greatest  increase  in  acreage  has 
taken  place  in  this  section  of  the  State. 

Carlot  shipments  for  the  past  few  years  are  as  follows:  1917,  250 
cars;  1918,  203  cars;  1919,  401  cars;  1920,  491  cars;  1921,  641  cars; 
1922,  680  cars;  1923,  1,275  cars. 

A  new  departure  is  taking  place  this  season  in  the  Castle  Hayne  area 
near  Wilmington,  where  200  acres  of  pickling  cucumbers  are  being 
grown  under  contract.  If  this  venture  proves  successful  the  acreage 
grown  annually  for  pickles  will  probably  be  increased.

REMOVING  A  SURPLUS  BY  COOPERATIVE  ACTION 


Farmers  in  Several  Counties  Find  it  Profitable  to  Sell  Surplus 
Poultry  in  Carload  Shipments

BEING  short  of  needed  assistance  in  the  Division  of  Markets  for 
the  various  livestock  and  poultry  marketing  projects,  we  have 
been  unable  in  the  past  to  give  as  much  assistance  to  poultry  and 
egg  marketing  as  the  division  would  like.  Although  not  having  this 
needed  help,  the  division  has  undertaken  to  render  some  assistance  in 
this  very  important  work..  It  is  felt  that  the  marketing  of  eggs  and 
poultry  is  going  to  be  a  factor  on  the  farms  of  this  State. 

We  could  more  than  consume  at  home  all  the  poultry  and  eggs  pro- 
duced in  the  State,  but  there  is  the  problem  of  even  distribution,  and 
many  factors  enter  into  this  problem. 

A  few  cooperative  egg  associations  have  been  organized  and  the 
farmers  are  being  taught  to  candle,  grade,  and  pack  eggs. 

In  quite  a  number  of  counties  poultry  is  being  marketed  by  carlot 
shipments,  and  we  believe  that  this  project  is  destined  to  stimulate  the 
production  of  better  poultry  as  fast  as  any  one  thing.  The  farmers  are 
learning  that  they  can  "hang  together"  long  enough  to  get  a  car  of 
18,000  pounds  of  poultry  and  put  it  on  the  market  in  a  very  definite 
manner. 

There  is  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  exhibited  when  304  farmers  will 
guarantee  18,000  pounds  of  poultry  and  then  bring  in  19,379  pounds  as 
they  did  recently  in  Rutherford  County;  or  when  212  farmers  in  Beau- 
fort County  make  up  a  car  of  18,124  pounds  and  get  approximately 
$4,000  for  same. 

These  are  only  a  few  instances  showing  what  is  going  on  in  many 
counties  of  this  State  as  a  definite  example  of  practical  cooperative 
marketing,  and  an  example  of  the  kind  of  spirit  that  the  farmers  have 
in  getting  hold  of  their  own  problems. 

In  a  few  years  we  may  expect  to  see  the  poultry  producers  in  this 
State  organized  into  a  State  organization  and  making  up  carloads 
of  poultry  with  representation  in  New  York  and  sending  daily  many 
cars  of  poultry  to  the  large  consuming  centers.  The  Atlantic  Coast 
Poultry  Producers'  Association,  consisting  of  New  Jersey,  Maryland, 
Virginia,  and  other  states,  have  such  an  organization  at  the  present 
time. 

But  for  the  present  we  are  handling  these  shipments  in  the  following 
manner : 
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1.  The  Farm  and  Home  Demonstration  Agents,  in  cooperation  with 
the  Division  of  Markets,  determine  if  there  is  a  surplus  of  poultry  for 
sale  in  any  county  by  making  a  survey  by  circular  letters,  or  otherwise. 

2.  If  enough  poultry  can  be  found  for  18,000  pounds,  a  standard 
poultry  car  is  ordered  for  a  certain  time  to  make  the  shipment  and  the 
producers  are  asked  to  briug  in  their  surplus  poultry,  consisting  of 
hens,  roosters,  broilers,  fryers,  guineas,  ducks,  geese,  or  turkeys.  This 
is  a  great  combination,  but  they  all  sell,  and  right  here  is  one  of  the 
best  opportunities  for  getting  rid  of  that  old  mongrel  poultry  at  market 
price  and  having  the  money  to  invest  in  standard-bred  poultry..  In 
other  words,  sell  your  "Jay  Bird  Crows"  that,  the  Poultry  Extension 
Specialist,  A.  G.  Oliver,  talks  so  much  about. 

3.  In  order  that  the  farmers  may  get  their  money  at  once,  it  is  ar- 
ranged for  the  poultry  to  be  sold  to  cash  track  buyers,  having  them 
make  competitive  bids  on  the  pound  basis.  The  highest  bidder  is  noti- 
fied that  his  bid  is  accepted  and  he  sends  a  representative  along  to  ac- 
company the  car  to  market. 

4.  The  firm  buying  the  poultry  has  its  bank  wire  the  local  bank  that 
it  will  guarantee  the  payment  of  a  draft  for  the  car  of  poultry  when 
loaded,  and  in  this  way  the  local  bank  arranges  for  a  representative  to 
write  checks  to  the  farmers,  who  get  their  money  within  a  few  minutes 
after  the  poultry  is  weighed. 

To  show  the  need  for  this  kind  of  marketing,  it  has  been  found  that 
hens  were  selling  for  16  cents  per  pound  to  grocers  and  being  retailed 
for  25  cents  per  pound.  A  car  was  made  up  and  sold  for  20%  cents 
per  pound  for  hens,  a  saving  of  4%  cents  per  pound,  or  $900  on  a  car 
of  20,000  pounds. 

This  is  the  time  to  sell  old  hens,  roosters,  and  broilers.  How  about 
shipping  a  car  from  your  county?  See  your  farm  and  home  agents,  or 
write  us  direct. 

When  we  advance  a  little  further  with  this  poultry  marketing,  we 
shall  attempt  to  do  further  organization  work  and  then  instead  of  sell- 
ing f.o.b.  shipping  point,  the  organization  will  ship  and  sell  to  the 
central  markets. 

If  the  best  forty  cotton-growing  counties  of  Eastern  North  Carolina 
had  an  average  of  25  cars  of  poultry  to  market  this  year,  it  would  mean 
at  present  prices  $100,000  for  each  county,  or  a  total  of  $4,000,000.  If 
you  could  have  visited  some  of  the  more  southern  states  this  last  year 
and  seen  first-hand  how  the  boll  weevil  had  taken  his  toll,  you  could 
appreciate  what  a  small  sum  might  mean  to  your  county  under  similar 
conditions.

U.  S.  No.  2  shall  consist  of  apples  of  one  variety  which  are  firm, 
mature,  free  from  decay  and  from  serious  damage  caused  by  dirt,  spray- 
burn,  foreign  material,  sun-scald,  bruises,  hail,  disease,  insects  or 
mechanical  or  other  means. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  grading  and  hand- 
ling not  more  than  10%,  by  weight,  of  the  apples  in  any  barrel  may  be 
below  the  requirements  of  this  grade  but  no  part  of  this  tolerance  shall 
be  allowed  for  decay.*

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  grading  and  hand- 
ling, not  more  than  10%,  by  weight,  of  the  apples  in  any  barrel  may 
be  below  the  requirements  of  this  grade  but  no  part  of  this  tolerance 
shall  be  allowed  for  decay.*

SIZE 

The  minimum  size  of  the  apples  in  any  barrel  shall  be  plainly 
stenciled  or  otherwise  marked  on  the  barrel. 

"Minimum  size"  means  the  transverse  diameter  of  the  smallest  apples 
permitted  in  the  package  taken  at  right  angles  to  a  line  running  from 
the  stem  to  the  blossom  end.  Minimum  sizes  shall  be  stated  in  terms 
of  whole  and  quarter' inches  as  21/4",  2^2",  in  accordance  with  the  facts. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  sizing,  not  more 
than  5%,  by  weight,  of  the  apples  in  any  barrel  may  be  below  the 
specified  minimum  size. 

DEFINITION  OF  GRADE  TERMS 

As  used  in  these  grades  : 

"Well  formed"  means  having  the  shape  characteristic  of  the  variety. 

"Free  from  damage"  means  that  the  apples  shall  not  be  injured  by  any 
defect  to  an  extent  either  apparent  in  the  process  of  proper  grading'  or 
which  would  cause  a  loss  in  the  ordinary  preparation  for  use.  The  fol- 
lowing blemishes  shall  not  be  considered  as  damage.  (1)  Two  small 
healed  insect  punctures  not  larger  than  1/g  inch  in  diameter  in  which 
the  injured  tissue  is  dry  and  corky.  (2)  Limb-rubs  which  do  not 
materially  disfigure  the  fruit.  (3)  Scab  spots  affecting  an  aggregate 
area  of  not  more  than  14  incn  in  diameter.  (4)  Hail  marks  where  the 
injury  is  superficial  and  the  skin  has  not  been  broken  or  discolored. 
(5)  Smooth  russeting  where  the  injury  is  net-like  and  does  not 
spread  over  more  than  20%  of  the  surface,  or  russet  which  is  solid 
or  bark-like  such  as  is  characteristic  of  the  injury  of  the  green  fruit 
worm  where  the  injury  affects  an  aggregate  area  not  to  exceed  one  inch 
in  diameter.  (6)  Spray-burn  or  sun-scald  where  the  injury  is  super- 
ficial and  the  normal  color  of  the  fruit  is  not  materially  changed  and 
where  there  is  no  blistering  or  cracking  of  the  skin. 
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"Free  from  serious  damage"  means  that  no  defects  shall  be  permitted 
which,  taken  singly  or  collectively,  materially  deform  or  disfigure  the 
fruit.  The  following  defects  shall  not  be  considered  as  serious  dam- 
age: (1)  Healed  insect  punctures.  (2)  Small  scab,  blotch  or  cedar 
rust  infections  not  exceeding  an  aggregate  area  of  one  inch  in  diameter, 
provided  the  skin  is  not  cracked.  (3)  Superficial  blemishes  such  as 
fruit  spot,  fly  speck  and  sooty  blotch  affecting  not  to  exceed  50%  of  the 
purface.  (4)  Bitter  pit,  spray  injury,  solid  russeting  affecting  not  to 
exceed  one-third  of  the  surface.  (5)  Or  injury  such  as  is  caused  by 
aphis,  leaf  roller  or  plum  curculio  not  causing  material  deformity. 

"Materially  deformed"  means  sufficient  misshapen  to  cause  an  addi- 
tional loss  of  more  than  10%  over  that  which  would  occur  in  the  ordi- 
nary preparation  for  use  if  the  fruit  were  well  formed.

MOUNTAIN  FARMERS  ACHIEVING  INDEPENDENCE 
THROUGH  A  MARKETING  ORGANIZATION 

Efficient  marketing  is  coming  to  be  recognized  as  the  pivotal  and  out- 
standing problem  of  the  farm.  Production  has  been  stressed  and 
preached  about  by  agricultural  agencies  in  state  and  nation;  but  un- 
less the  farmer  has  a  steady  and  reliable  market,  unless  he  is  assured 
of  prices  for  his  products  sufficient  not  only  to  cover  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction but  a  living  wage  for  himself  and  family  with  something  to 
spare,  he  will  not  be  encouraged  to  increase  his  acreage,  to  branch  out 
into  new  and  more  profitable  crops  possibly  better  suited  to  his  soil 
and  geographical  situation  and  thus  create  that  progressive  agricul- 
ture which  we  all  covet  so  greatly  for  our  state. 

The  key-note  to  efficient  marketing  is  through  effective  organization, 
through  pooling  of  interests  of  a  community  or  of  one-crop  growers 
covering  a  wide  area;  so  that  shipments  of  a  product  or  even  of  mixed 
products  can  be  made  in  car  lots.  Also  through  such  an  organization 
it  is  possible  to  keep  in  touch  with  a  wide  range  of  markets  and  con- 
duct the  business  of  large  groups  of  producers  through  one  adminis- 
trative body  at  a  minimum  of  expense  and  with  a  maximum  of 
efficiency. 

Such  an  organization,  to  which  the  attention  of  the  farmers  of  the 
State  is  being  attracted,  is  the  Farmers  Federation  Incorporated,  of 
Buncombe  and  Henderson  counties.  Beginning  work  three  and  a  half 
years  ago,  as  a  community  organization  in  Fairview  township,  Bun- 
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combe  County,  with  one  warehouse  and  a  capitalization  of  $3,000,  for 
the  purchase  of  supplies  and  sale  of  products  for  the  farmers  of  the 
neighborhood,  it  has  grown  with  rapid  strides  until  to-day  it  is  render- 
ing service  to  1,400  farmers  of  two  counties,  covering  all  of  Buncombe 
and  a  good  portion  of  Henderson. 

By  the  1st  of  June  of  this  year,  this  organization  had  increased  its 
capital  stock  to  $134,000,  had  built  or  acquired  seven  warehouses,  in- 
cluding a  six  story  brick  building  in  Asheville,  located  on  the  South- 
ern railroad  tracks  and  French  Broad  Biver  at  a  strategic  point  for 
receiving  and  shipping  the  farmers  commodities.  During  1921  (its 
first  year),  the  Federation  did  a  business  approximating  $54,000.  This 
year  the  business  done  will  run  well  over  a  million  dollars. 

The  object  of  the  Farmers'  Federation  Inc.  is  to  build  up  an  organi- 
zation of  such  strength  of  membership  and  financial  backing  as  will 
enable  it  to  create  a  marketing  system  for  farm  products  in  the  western 
section  of  North  Carolina  and  thereby  encourage  increased  production 
of  such  products  as  are  best  suited  to  the  soil  and  climate  and  which 
will  yield  the  largest  returns  on  the  labor  and  capital  invested. 

The  immediate  plans  of  the  Federation  are : 

1.  To  build  a  great  egg  and  chicken  market,  shipping  car  lots 
weekly  to  other  sections  of  the  country.  To  accomplish  this  sucess- 
fully,  production  must  be  stimulated  and  developed  along  certain 
specialized  lines,  such  as  the  production  of  baby  chicks  in  large  quan- 
tities, broilers,  capons,  etc. 

2.  To  build  a  trucking  industry,  supplying  the  local  markets  with 
-their  thousands  of  summer  tourists,  and  shipping  iced  cars  of  mixed 
vegetables,  such  as  sweet  corn,  beans,  lettuce,  celery,  cabbage,  tomatoes, 
etc.,  to  the  South. 

3.  To  develop  the  shipping  of  apples,  potatoes  and  small  fruits. 

4.  To  cover  the  area  in  which  the  Federation  operates  with  truck 
routes,  operating  regularly,  which  will  bring  in  the  farmers'  cream, 
poultry  and  produce  and  carry  back  the  farmers'  supplies. 

The  Farmers  Federation  Inc.  is  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  North  Carolina.  Its  common  is  $50  per  share,  limited  to  6 
per  cent  interest,  payable  annually,  on  January  1.  All  profits,  after 
setting  aside  a  surplus  are  returned  to  the  common  stockholders  ac- 
cording to  business  done  by  each  stockholder. 

Preferred  stock  is  $50  per  share,  6  per  cent  interest,  payable  in 
semi-annual  installments.  This  is  a  cumulative  preferred  stock  and  is 
the  first  liability  of  the  company.  Because  of  the  very  limited  means 
of  the  farmers  of  this  section,  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  sell  pre- 
ferred stock  in  order  to  finance  the  operations  of  the  Federation. 
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Every  common  stockholder  has  one  vote  in  the  Federation  and  only 
one,  no  matter  how  many  shares  he  may  own..  The  common  stockhold- 
ers meet  once  a  year  and  elect  five  directors,  who  manage  the  business. 

In  order  to  extend  the  benefits  of  the  organization  to  as  many  farm- 
ers as  possible,  it  has  been  arranged  for  a  man  to  acquire  one  share  of 
stock  by  paying  $10  down,  and  having  his  dividends  credited  each  year 
to  his  account,  until  he  has  a  fully  paid  up  share,  meantime  enjoying 
all  the  benefits  of  membership. 

Every  employee  of  the  Federation  who  handles  money  is  bonded. 

The  story  of  the  conception,  growth  and  service  rendered  by  the 
Farmers'  Federation  Inc.  to  the  farmers  of  this  section  of  North 
Carolina  reads  almost  like  a  fairy  tale.  Its  possibilities  for  future 
service  challenge  the  imagination.  The  Division  of  Markets  has  re- 
cently cooperated  with  the  Federation  in  an  extension  of  its  opera- 
tions in  Henderson  County  and  is  watching  with  keen  interest  its 
growth  and  success. 


The  following  is  a  copy  of  recent  letter  sent  to  Extension  workers,  urging  the  necessity  of  preparing  for 
any  emergencies  in  hog  work  another  year  and  to  continue  plans  being  advocated  in  the  production 
and  marketing  of  hogs. 

SUBJECT— Hog  Prices  Again. 

Dear  Co- Worker: 

No  doubt  you  have  been  following  the  recent  advances  in  the  prices  of  corn  and 
hogs. 

July  14th  the  top  for  hogs  in  Chicago  was  7J^  cents  per  pound;  the  28th  the  top 
was  103^2  cents  per  pound.  The  top  for  hogs  in  Richmond  was  11  cents  and  in  Balti- 
more 11.40  cents  per  pound  on  the  28th.  Apparently  this  is  going  to  be  one  of  the 
most  striking  years  bearing  out  evidence  in  favor  of  the  plan  that  is  being  advocated 
in  this  State  for  hog  work. 

What  I  am  saying  is  this.  Hogs  as  a  money  crop  will  grow  in  importance  in  North 
Carolina  and  we  should  endeavor  to  get  the  plan  before  our  farmers  as  the  most 
economical  farm  practice  for  North  Carolina  farmers  who  have  surplus  corn  and 
hogs  for  sale. 

We  are  already  being  flooded  with  letters  asking  where  feeder  pigs  can  be  found; 
but  you  understand  that  this  is  not  the  time  of  year  to  buy  feeder  pigs,  but  the  time 
to  sell  "fat  hogs"  unless  the  purchasers  expect  to  get  them  very  small  and  take  them 
until  spring. 

Well  bred  sows  that  will  soon  farrow,  or  those  that  have  suckling  pigs,  bought  at 
this  time  at  reasonable  prices  should  prove  profitable. 

If  North  Carolina  "falls  down"  on  a  cotton  crop  this  year,  farmers  of  the  cotton 
producing  areas  will  be  ready  for  more  livestock.  It  might  be  well  to  begin  looking 
about  for  prospective  farmers  who  are  ready  to  make  reasonable  advances  along 
this  line. 

We  are  strengthening  our  forces  in  the  Division  of  Markets  with  a  view  to  render- 
ing the  services  that  you  will  need  for  your  farmers.  Advise  as  early  as  possible  of 
prospective  livestock  marketing  in  your  county.

U.  S.  GRADES  FOR  SWEET  POTATOES 

Recommended  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 

Legal  Standard  for  North  Carolina:   October  1,  1924 

The  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture recommends  the  following  grades  as  a  standard  for  the  grading 
and  marketing  of  sweet  potatoes. 

Tentative  grade  specifications  for  this  product  were  proposed  by 
the  Bureau  of  Markets  in  April,  1918.  They  were  based  upon  the 
results  of  investigations  conducted  both  in  the  producing  areas  and 
in  the  markets.  The  use  of  these  tentative  grades  by  many  indi- 
viduals and  marketing  associations  afforded  the  im  estigators  of  the 
Bureau  of  Markets  an  opportunity  to  study  the  practical  application 
of  the  specifications  and  determine  whether  any  changes  were  desirable. 

TJ.  S.  Grade  No.  1  gave  general  satisfaction  to  both  growers  and 
dealers  and  has  not  been  changed. 

In  the  case  of  TJ.  S.  Fancy  No.  1  grade  it  was  found  impossible  to 
secure  a  uniform  interpretation  of  the  terminology  "bright  in  color, 
smooth  of  surface,  and  of  uniform  shape  for  the  variety  throughout," 
and  there  was  little  demand  for  such  a  grade.  For  these  reasons  it 
has  been  eliminated. 

The  U.  S.  Medium  grade,  as  defined  in  the  tentative  specifications, 
has  been  omitted,  as  it  was  found  impractical  for  use  in  the  sections 
for  which  it  was  intended.  Substituted  for  it  is  the  "TJ.  S.  Grade 
No.  1  Medium."  This  grade,  which  has  a  minimum  diameter  of  one 
and  one-half  inches,  doubtless  will  be  used  only  in  sections  which  dig 
early,  and  sacrifice  yield  for  early  market  prices,  as  in  sections  of 
North  Carolina. 

"TJ.  S.  Grade  No.  1  Long"  is  included  under  TJ.  S.  Grade  No.  1,  to 
provide  for  sections  where  a  long  type  of  sweet  potato,  such  as  the

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Triumph,  is  grown.  When  this  grade  is  used  the  lot  must  contain 
no  sweet  potatoes  under  six  inches  in  length. 

"IT.  S.  Grade  No.  2"  and  "U.  S.  Jumbo  Grade"  remain  as  they 
were  in  the  tentative  grades,  except  that  in  Grade  No.  2  the  limita- 
tion on  the  length  of  the  sweet  potato  has  been  removed. 

"U.  S.  Grade  No.  3"  is  added  to  provide  for  lots  which  fail  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  any  of  the  other  grades. 

The  reader  must  not  get  the  impression  that  it  is  necessary  or 
desirable  to  sort  a  given  lot  of  sweet  potatoes  into  all  of  the  grades. 
U.  S.  Grade  No.  1  Medium  and  IT.  S.  Grade  No.  1  Long  are  included 
to  care  for  sections  where  IT..  S.  Grade  No.  1  will  not  include  all  of 
the  stock  of  the  first  quality.  In  most  instances,  it  will  be  desirable 
only  to  sort  from  the  number  one  stock  the  oversized,  undersized, 
and  other  inferior  sweet  potatoes,  shipping  the  number  ones  to  market 
and  disposing  of  the  remainder  as  stock  feed  or  to  the  cannery. 

The  department  has  no  authority  to  promulgate  standard  grades 
for  sweet  potatoes,  yet  it  is  believed  that  with  the  voluntary  and  gen- 
eral support  of  all  interested  parties,  these  standards  will  assist  in 
stabilizing  the  marketing  of  the  sweet  j>otato  crop. 

UNITED  STATES  GRADES  FOR  SWEET  POTATOES 
U.  S.  Grade  No.  1 

IT.  S.  Grade  No.  1  shall  consist  of  sound  sweet  potatoes  of  similar 
varietal  characteristics  which  are  practically  free  from  dirt  or  other 
foreign  matter,  frost  injury,  decay,  bruises,  cuts,  scars,  cracks,  and 
damage  caused  by  heat,  disease,  insects  (including  weevils),  or  me- 
chanical or  other  means. 

The  diameter  of  each  sweet  potato  shall  not  be  less  than  one  and 
three-quarter  inches  nor  more  than  three  and  one-half  inches,  and 
the  length  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches  nor  more. than  ten  inches, 
but  the  length  may  be  less  than  four  inches  if  the  diameter  is  two  and 
one-quarter  inches  or  more. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  commercial  grading  and 
handling,  five  per  cent  by  weight,  of  any  lot  may  not  meet  the  re- 
quirements as  to  diameter  and  length,  and,  in  addition  six  per  cent 
by  weight,  may  be  below  the  remaining  requirements  of  the  grade. 

Any  lot  in  which  the  diameter  is  not  less  than  one  and  one-half 
inches  and  which  contains  a  greater  percentage  by  weight  of  sweet 
potatoes  below  one  and  three-quarters  inches  than  is  permitted  in 
IT.  S.  Grade  No.  1,  but  which  otherwise  meets  the  requirements  of 
such  grade,  shall  be  designated  as  IT.  S.  Grade  No.  1  Medium. 

Any  lot  in  which  the  length  is  not  less  than  six  inches  nor  more 
than  twelve  inches  and  which  contains  a  greater  percentage  by  weight 
of  sweet  potatoes  above  ten  inches  in  length  than  is  permitted  in  IT.  S. 
Grade  No.  1,  but  which  otherwise  meets  the  requirements  of  such  grade, 
shall  be  designated  as  IT.  S.  Grade  No.  1  Long. 
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U.  S.  Grade  ]Vo.  2 


U.  S.  Grade  JSTo.  2  shall  consist  of  sound  sweet  potatoes  of  similar 
varietal  characteristics,  not  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  fore- 
going grades,  which  are  free  from  serious  damage  caused  by  dirt  or 
other  foreign  matter,  frost  injury,  decay,  bruises,  cuts,  scars,  cracks, 
heat,  disease,  insects,  or  mechanical  or  other  means,  and  which  are 
not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  nor  more  than  three  and  one- 
half  inches  in  diameter. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  commercial  grading  and 
handling,  five  per  cent  by  weight  of  any  lot  may  not  meet  the  re- 
quirements as  to  diameter,  and,  in  addition,  six  per  cent  by  weight 
may  be  below  the  remaining  requirements  of  this  grade. 

U.  S.  Jumbo  Grade 

U.  S.  Jumbo  Grade  shall  consist  of  sound  sweet  potatoes  of  similar 
varietal  characteristics,  which  are  free  from  serious  damage  caused 
by  dirt  or  other  foreign  matter,  frost  injury,  decay,  bruises,  cuts, 
scars,  cracks,  heat  disease,  insects  or  mechanical  or  other  means,  and 
which  are  not  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  commercial  grading  and 
handling,  five  per  cent  by  weight  of  any  lot  may  be  less  than  the 
diameter  prescribed,  and,  in  addition,  six  per  cent  by  weight  may 
be  below  the  remaining  requirements  of  this  grade. 

U.  S.  Grade  No.  3 

U.  S.  Grade  ISTo.  3  shall  consist  of  sweet  potatoes  not  meeting  the 
requirements  of  any  of  the  foregoing  grades. 

Definition  of  Grade  Terms  as  Used  in  These  Grades 

"Practically  free"  means  that  the  appearance  shall  not  be  injured 
to  an  extent  readily  apparent  upon  casual  examination  of  the  lot, 
and  that  any  damage  from  the  causes  mentioned  can  be  removed 
without  appreciable  increase  in  waste  over  that  which  would  occur  if 
the  sweet  potatoes  were  perfect. 

"Diameter"  means  the  greatest  dimension  at  right  angles  to  any 
portion  of  a  central  line  running  through  the  sweet  potato  from  stem 
end  to  root  end. 

"Free  from  serious  damage"  means  that  any  damage  from  the 
causes  mentioned  can  be  removed  without  increase  in  waste  of  more 
than  ten  per  cent  by  weight  over  that  which  would  occur  if  the  sweet 
potatoes  were  perfect.
